NEW EXCISE REGIME TO-DAY. 


No Arrests, but General Apprehension 
—Brooklyn Goes Dry. 





Mavtér Gaynor’s new method of enfore- 
ing the excise law, taken from the law it- 
self, goes into effect to-day. No police- 
man will enter a saloon to-day. 

Not until tO-morrow, or perhaps a day 
or two later, will the saloon men know 
what effect the new way of regulating 
theh Sunday liquor business has on the 
trade. The police, in pursuance of the 
Mayor's instructions, will keep a sharp 
eye out for violations, but they will make 
no arrests. They will simply get their 
evidence and submit it in the form of af- 
fidavits to District Attorney Whitman. 

Commissioner Baker said yesterday that 
bis men would do their part to-day and 
that it would be put up to Mr. Whitman 
to do the rest. 

In Manhattan at midnight many of the 
saloons which usually keep open, closed. 
The rest did business cautiously in back 
rooms with guards at the door instructed 
to let in only regular customers. 

Brooklyn went suddenly dry, as far as 
saloons and cafés were concerned, for an 
hour after midnight. The police took the 
self-protective course of warning all sa- 
locn keepers before midnight to close 
their places promptly. It was the general 
impresion, however, that after the poli 
men drifted away from the front or side 
doors, about an hour later, 
relaxed the tightness of their 
doors. ‘‘ Lighthouses” stationed outside. 
however, saw to it that only trusted cus- 
tomers were admiteed. 

Throughout the city the uniformed pa- 
trolmen were instructed in their duties 
in regard to excise violations under the 
new order of things. They were told not 
to make arrests in saloons where they 
observed violations of the excise laws, 
but simply to write out a report when 
they returned to the station, telling ot! 
such violations as they might see. They 
were ordered especially not to go into a 
saloon to make an arrest unless it were 
for disorderly conduct or other violation 
than of the excise law. The plain-clothes 
mén received their instructions: in secret.

The question of power of removal of a 
person charged with felony from one Fed- 
eral District to another was decided in 
favor of the Government on Feb. 23 by 
the Supreme Court in the Chicago cotton 
leak case. Three prisoners, after a three 
years’ fight, were ordered to be removed 
from Chicago to Washington. 

The warrant on which the prisoners 
were arrested charges them with having 
conspired to violate the law of the United 
State by running a bucket shop in the 
District of Columbia contrary to the Na- 
tional Bucket Shop law, which was passed 
in 1909. This constiutes a felony and 
renders a person liable if convicted to two 
yeurs'’ imprisonment in the Federal prison 
at Leavenworth. The penalties for run- 
ning a bucket shop are a fine of $1,000 
and a year’s imprisonment for the first 
offense, and of three years’ imprisonment 
for the second. 

The indictments were found as the re- 
sult of an investigation of the bucket 
shops of the country which has been 
carried on quietly for months in conse- 
quence of complaints received from every 
part of the United States by the new 
Bureau of Investigation of the Department 
of Justice, of which Stanley W. Finch is 
the head. The bureau was organized 
under Attorney General Wickersham, be- 
cause Congress had so strongly disap- 
proved of the loaning of Secret Service 
a, Sees to the Treasury Depart- 
ment.

These are, however, only the head 
offices, and among them the compantes 
have covered the entire country from Mas- 
eachusetts to Fiirida, and as far West as 
Oklahoma, Boggs & Co. haying over 100 
correspendents, the Standard Stock and 
Grain Dealers 00, and ice & Co. 80 in 
different cities. In New York Boggs &

Detectives Tap Leased Wires. 
The evidence as to the character of the 
firms was collected in part by wire tap- 
ping. Unknown to them or to the teic- 
graph companies agents of the Goverr- 
ment have been persistently, tapping the 


wires leased by the comnanies. Of these 
there are a great quantity, it being esti- 
mated that the Boggs Company has been 
paying $100,000 a year to the Western 
Union Telegraph Company for them, and 
the others nearly as much. 

By finding out the messages which 
passed between the head offices of tne 
companies and the Consolidated Philadel- 
phia Exchange the United States authori- 
ties gathered what they consider to be 
conclusive evidence that the purchases 
made by the customers of these concerns 
were never executed. 

One of the agents of the Department 
of Justice who has had much to do with 
the working up of the case told yes- 
terday of what the Government has dis- 
covered of the method used by the de- 
fendants. When the alleged bucket shops 
opened up the first thing they dii was 
to establish relations with a stock broking 
firm which had a real membership in 
one of the two big New York stock 
exchanges. From it they received bona 
fide quotations and could also buy quick- 
ly any stock which their own customers 
were supposed to have purchased and on 
the delivery of which they insisted. Then 
they installed in their offices a regula- 
tion ticker and also a fast wire from 
their friends, the legitimate brokers. 

The trading, the Government believes, 
was regulated by the quotations set up 
on the board in the customers’ room, but 
these were received over the ticker and 
came in slowly. The men in charge had 
their own information over the fast wire 
fifteen minutes ahead of the customers. 
In this way they could determine what 
transactions they would handle. If they 
saw that the market was going in their 
customer's favor they: would tell him 
that they were sorry, but there was no 
market at the price he bid. If they 
saw that in a few minutes the customer 
trading as he did on a 2 per cent. mar- 
gin would be wiped out they would take 
orders as fast as he could give them. 

Ostensibly on every order thus received 
the firm would have to borrow from a 
bank the YS per cent. of the market price, 
which the customer did not put up, as 
any reputable brokerage firm doing a 
margin business would do. It is asserted, 
however, that they did not intend ever 
to buy the stock thus ordered and dis- 
pensed witn raising the eapital, but did 
not neglect to charge interest for it. Con- 
sequently, according to this view, they 
were making a handsome profit by pock- 
eting all the margins which their cus- 
tomers were putting up and losing, and 
by taking unearned payments of interest,

Hiaignt & Freese, a well-known bucket 
shop concern, next obtained control and 
ran tne concern till it was exposed. When 
it Was wound up evidence in the receiyer- 
ship trials brought out the fact that 
on ordinary days the business of the 
firm would run from 30,000, to 50,000 
shares of stock, not a share of ‘which was 
actually traded in on the floor of the Ex- 
change. 

One of the principal members of Haight 
& Frees was George C. Turner, and he 
is still prominently connected with the 
Consolidated Philadelphia Exchange. This 
is now located at 422 Walnut Street, after 
having been forced to leave its roomSe 
in the Bourse Building and in the Woods 
Bullding before its lease had expired, on 
tne ground of its room being preferred 
to its company. It occupies a large room, 
perhaps 20 by 30 feet, in the rear of the 
building, facing on an alley. It has three 
telephone booths on the floor and con- 
nections for four telegraph instruments. 
Its average attendance ig from eight to 
ten, and these men are supposed to be 
able to handle 300,000 shares a day, nearly 
&1l1 of which are being sold in ten-share 
lots. 

Yet, say the Government officials, these 
men have not seemed nearty so rushed 
as their brethren on the large Stock Ex- 
changes. *A peaceful quiet reigned over 
the hall, broken only by the noise of the 
cards as they were shuffled for a game of 
pinochle. What trading there was was 
carried on in conversational tones when a 
game had been finished, and even the tel- 
egraph operators found plenty of time to 
leave their keys and take a hand in the 
game. 

If a stranger entered the room the 
pinochle deck was thrown down, telegraph 
instruments begin to click, and the brok- 
ers loudly shouted across to each other, 
‘Ten Reading for sale’’ and other ortho- 
dox expressions till the stranger retired 
impressed with the stress of their busi- 
ness. 


Offices Saved the Exchange. 


The way the Government explains the 


peaceful manner in which the brokers on 
the floor in Philadelphia could deal with 
such an immense and complicated busi- 
ness is by telling of the organization of 
the head offices of the alleged bucket 
shops. Into the offices of Boggs & Co. 
and of the Standard Stock and Grain 
Dealers’ Association in Jersey City and 
of Price Co. in Baltimore have led 
leased wires from their branch offices 
all over the country. There from twenty 
to eighty telegraph operators have been 
working as fast as they could dur- 
ing Exchange hours, but of the re- 
sults of thelr tabors only enough has 
been left after the heads of the cancern 
have handled them to occupy one single 
wire between the head office and the Ex- 
change. 

Before the Exchange opened for the 
day, the Government alleges, a list of 
purchasers would be written out and for- 
warded to Philadelphia. Purely fictitious 
transactions would afterward be concocted 
to be placed against these names, and 
often these would be sent on long after 
the Exchange was supposed to have 
closed its doors. Clearing House sheets 
in all due form would then be filled out 
so as to give e certain air of legitimacy 
te the proceedings, but merely a frac- 
tion of the business that had really poured 
into the head offices would be repre- 
sented, 

The profits to alleged bucket shops were 
supposed to have run up to $3,000 to $5,000 
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a day.

papers of Boggs & Co. were removed from 
47 Broadway to Philadelphia the week 
before last, and the Government’ agents 
understood that yesterday was to have 
been the last day that the New York of- 
fice was to be wpen. The Standard Stock 
and:Grain Dealers’. Asscciation closed up 
its business at 76 Montgomery Street, Jer- 
sey City, on Friday and moved to, Balti- 
more. , 

The personality of the men arrested yes- 
terday and the pedigree of their firms is 
of considerable interest. Boggs & Co., it 
is believed, had as its principal member 
George C. Turner, who has long been 
closely connected with the Consolidated 
Exchange of Philadelphia. He was- the 
practical man in the bucket shop concern 
of Haight & Freese. When that failed he 
became connected with another concern 
known as Boardman & Co. This drew to 
itself a great deal of atiention from the 
business community. and in 1907 it was 
raided by the police and District Attorney 
Jerome as having broken the State law 
against bucket shops. Nothing, however, 
could be proved against it, and it opened 
its doors the’very next day. The rising 
market of 1908 was, however, more ef- 
fectual than the law. Even the aid of the 
Consolidated Exchange of Philadelphia 
could not prevent its customers from 
making money, and so if failed. 


Members of the Boggs Firm. 


Then the firm of Boggs & Co. was or- 
ganized, with offices at 411 Walnut Street, 
Philadelphia, as well as in this city. Be- 
side George C. Turner, Richard E, Preus- 
ser, W. H. Lillis, Leo Mayer, Harry 
Owens, and E. 8S. Boggs are believed to be 
its principal owners. It made a heavy 
killing last February during the slump in 
stocks, and it is estimated that as much 
as $1,250,000 was drawn out in profits. 

This is not the first time that Preusser, 
who is a one-armed man, has been in 
trouble. Six years ago he walked up to 
the room of Myles B. McDonnell, a gam- 
bler, in the Ten Eyck Hotel, Albany, and 
shot him dead. He was tried in Albany 
and the jury stood 11 to i for conviction. 
The solitary juror refused to be convinced 
and the jury was dismissed. 

McDonnell had been a_ well-known 
sporting man, and it was thought that 
there would be a better chance of get- 
ting a conviction with a change of venue. 
The next trialy took place in Oneida 
County in June, 1906. A defense of in- 
sanity was put up and the jury believed 
in it. Preusser was sent to Matteawan, 
and in five weeks’ time was released as 
cured. After a short trip abroad Preusser 
came back and started in at stock deal- 
ing again. He organized the Manhattan 
Stock and Grain Dealers’ Company, with 
offices at 77 Montgomery Street, Jersey 
City. The police raided it on Jan. 30, 
1907, and discovered in a waste paper 
basket a scrap of paper which stated that 
two of,the best-known east side politicians 
had subscribed $12,500 of its $200,000 capi- 
tal. It was impossible, however, to prove 
thetr connection with the concern, and 
they strenuously dnied it. 

Leo Maver is also well known on the 
racetrack as a bookmaker, and was pres- 
ent at the raid on the Garfield track at 
Chicago in which two policemen and the 
Sheriff were killed and several other po- 
licemen were wounded. E. 8S. Boggs is 
the nephew of Preusser and is believed 
by the authorities to have been only a 
figurehead. 

Cella Brothers Han Racetracks. 

In the Standard Stock and Grain Deal- 
ers’ Association of Jersey City the two 
prominent figures are the Cella broth- 
ers. They ran for a time the Cella Com- 
mission Company in St. Louis, with 
wires running tnmrough Illinois, Iowa, In- 
diana, and Missouri. They made a lot of 
money and went in gor racing. They 
opened the ‘free tracks’”’ at St. Louis, 
and people of the poorest class gathered 
there to bet their nickels and dimes on 
the horses. Gov. Folk was then District 
Attorney and he turned his attention to 
them. He forced the ciosing of the tracks, 
and beth the Cellas and Edward Altemas, 
who appears now in the same indictment 
with them, were forced to leave the State. 

Edward Welden is supposed to be the 
real leader in the Price & Coa. concern. 
A representative of this company has 
already been convicted of running a buck- 
et shop in Norfolk, Va., and another of 
those concerned with it is, according to 
the Government, a fugitive from Penn- 
syivania justice. 

The news of the raid on Boggs & Co. 
was received with much pleasure hy the 
legitimate stock brokers of the city. They 
have long tried to drive out the bucket 
shops as brining discredit on the big ex- 
changes, but have despaired of being suc- 
cesstul. The Cassidy law, passed two 
years ago, has never vet been put in ef- 
fectual operaticn, and thev are convinced 
that their best chance of stamping out 
these parasites is by action by the 
Federal authorities. The three concerns 
now attacked are declared to cover 
practically all the big bucket shops in 
the country, and if they are wiped out 
it is believed that the evil will, for a time 
at any rate, be abated. 

Meanwhile the Federal authorities are 
looking for Edward S. Boggs, Robert A. 
Guy, and William H. Lillis, who are con- 
nected with Boggs & Co., and could not 
be found vesterday. If they are arrested 
to-day they will be locked up In the near- 
est police station and will be arraigned 
to-morrow before Commissioner Shields. 
Virgll P. Randolph of Price & Co., it is 
telleved, had warning of the indictment 
on Friday and disappeared. 


SECRET CAMPAIGN MADE.

Government Agents Said to 
Gathered Plenty of Proof. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—With the 
greatest secrecy the Federal Government 
has been carrying on its campaign 
against alleged bucket shops for manths. 
Indictments against the three big firms 
of E. S. Boggs & Co., Price & Co., and 
the Standard Stock and Grain Company 
and thirty men alleged to be connected 
with them were returned yesterday by the 
Grand Jury here on the ground of con- 
spiracy to violate the laws of the District 
of Columbia against bucket shopping. The 
indictments were kept secret until to-day 
at the request of Attorney General Wick- 
ersham so that simultaneous raids might 
be maw 

When the Department of Justice closed 
for business to-day, reports received 
from various points showed these arrests: 
In New York City, Messrs. Preusser, 
Mayer, Robinson, L. Cella, and Angelo 
Cella, all of whom were released on $5,000 
bail each; in Baltimore, Welden, Ander- 
son, Henry M. Randolph, Price, and 
Moorehead, also released in $5,000 bail 
each, and in Philadelphia, Turner, Owens, 
Parrish, Stumf, Ford, and Campbell, 
whose bail in each case was fixed at 
$2,500. Afterward word came that others 
had been apprehended. 

As local correspondents for the out-of- 
town concerns, Edward Everett Taylor 
and Henry R. Durye were arrested here 
to-day. Taylor, the correspondent of the 
E. S. Boggs Company and Price & Co., 
and Duryee, correspondent of the Stand- 
ard Stock and Grain Dealers of New Jer- 
sey, are already facing indictments re- 
turned against them a few weeks ago 
under the statute which makes “ buck- 
eting’’ a punishable offense in the dis- 
trict. Their offices were raided by mem- 
bers of the District Attorney’s office, 
and both were placed under bond to ap- 
pear for trial, following their indictment. 

The warrants issued on vesterday’s in- 
dictments charge the aceused with a vio- 
lation of that section of the new Penal 
Code which became effective March 1, 
1908, and provides: 

If two or more persons conspire either to 
commit any offense against the United 
States or to defraud the United States in 
any manner of or for any purpose, and one 
or more of such parties do any act to effect 
the object of the conspiracy, all the parties 
to such conspiracy shal] be liable to a 
penalty of not fess than’ $1,000 and not 
more than two vears’ imprisonment, 
fhe Government dragnet was carefully 

epread several months ago by the special 
agents of the Department of Justice, who 
worked under the direction of Stanley W. 
Finch, Chief of the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. He, it is said, played back upon 
the brokers the time-honored game of 
‘‘ wire tapping.’’ By this method the Gov- 
ernment men declare they have obtained 
ample evidence to convict those indicted.

Explanation by Wickersham. 


Attorney General Wickersham issued @ 
prepared statement on the raids, of which 
the following is the substance: 


In the first indictment against Preusser, 
Mayer, Turner, &c., &c., the defendants 
are charged with conspiring to commit an 
offense against the United States in viola- 
tion of Section 5440 of the revised statutes, 
which makes unlawful the keeping of buck- 
et shops in the District of Columbia. Ed- 
ward E. Taylor, mentioned in the indict- 
ment, maintained two offices in Washing- 
ton and was correspondent for Boggs & 
Co. of 47 Broadway, New York. ‘ 

This firm, as well as those involved in the 
other two indictments, alleges that it buys 
and sells securities through the Consolidat- 
ed Exchange of Philadelphia, and that Ford 
and Parrish are their revresentatives on 
that exchapge. The evidence before the 
Grand Jury tended to show that this ex- 
change wat merely a cover maintained to 
enable operators and bucket shops to con- 
ceal the rea! nature of their operations, 

Preusser is reported to be a notorious 





gambler, who was convicted of the murder 
‘of Myles McDonnell some years ago, as @ 
result of which he Was confined for a year 
in an institution for insane convicts. 
yer is a well-known tookmaker, and 
Turner is said to have been expelled from 
the New York Stock Exchange, and with 
Lillis has been connected with some of the 
most notorious Fucket shop ccnecerns in the 
country. A number of the men namod in 
this indictment are well known as bucket 
shop operators. This indictment has two 
‘counts, one count covering each of the of-

In the second indictment against Altemas, 
Cella, Raymond, and others, Duryea main- 
tained an office in Washington, with “Alley 
as his operator.

* Dealers. No. 76 Montgomery Street, Jersey 
City, which also purported to do husifiess 
through the Consolidated Exchange of 
Philadelphia. Hall is the manager or chief 
clerk at Jersey City, and Stumpf is the. rep- 
resentative on the Philadelphia Consolidated 
Exchange. Altemas was recently convicted | 
in- Jersey City in connection with operations 
there, and the two Cella brothers are well 
known as bucketshdp operators. 

In the third indictment against Price, Ran- 
dolph, Moorehead, Welden, and _— others, 
Price, the two Randolphs, Moorehead, Wel- 
don, Anderson, and Gatkins are connected 
with William B. Price & Co. of Baltimore, 
of which Taylor was correspondent in Wash- 
ington. prior to becoming correspondent for 
Boggs. & Co., the first. part of September, 
1909. Price & Co. also purport to do busi- 
ness through the Consolidated Exchange of 
Philadelphia, and Campbell is their repre- 
sentative there. A representative of Price 

Co. has been convicted of running a 
bucket shop in Norfolk, Va., and one of the 
indicted men connected with the Price con- 
cern is a fugitive from justice in another 
jurisdiction. 

It is believed that the return of these in- 
dictments and the prosecution of the de- 
fendants therein will do a great deal toward 
destroying the operations of bucket shops 
throughout the country. 


Ten weeks ago an investigation was 
started by the department with A. Bruce 
Bielaski,; special assistant to the Attorney 
General in charge. From that time until 
three weeks ago the special agents were 
making their investigations in seven 
cities. Three weeks ago the _ special 
agents began to place their evidence be- 
fore the Grand Jury here, and yesterday 
the three indictments, arraigning twenty- 
nine of the brokers and one operator were 
secretly returned. 

The plans of the special agents had 
been laid with exceeding care. Not a 
possible leak had been overlooked, and 
all connected with the investigation had 
been sworn to secrecy. So when the hands 
of the clock in New York pointed to the 
hour of 11 this morning twelve resolute 
agents, backed by representatives of the 
United States Attorneys’ offices of seven 
cities invaded the offices of the three 
greatest bucket shop firms in the country. 
The “ private wires’’ ceased their chat- 
tering and the operators and brokers 
found in the different offices were placgd 
under arrest and their paraphernalia con- 
fiscated as evidence. 

The Government contends that the three 
companies indicted conspired to violate the 
law recently passed making the opera- 
tion of a bucket shop an offense against 
the Government. Upon such precedents 
as the decision of the Supreme Court, 
holding in the Price case that an act com- 
mitted by an agent holds the principal, 
even though the principal_has never been 
in the jurisdiction where the act is com- 
mitted, the indictments are drawn. 


SIX HELD IN PHILADELPHIA. 








Were Operating an Alleged Exchange 
—Held in $2,500 Bail. 


PHILADELPHIA, April men 
were arrested in this city to-day in the 
Government crusade against bucketshops. 
All the arrests were accomplished with- 
out much trouble, and after a brief hear- 
ing before United States Commissioner 
Craig. the men were held in $2,500 bail 
for a further hearing next Friday morn- 
‘ne. Bail was furnished. The men ar- 
rested are: 


George Turner of New York, a member of 
the Consolidated Stock Exchange and for- 
merly connected with Haight & Freese, 
which at one time conducted a chain of 
brokerage offices throughout the Hast. 

Thomas H. Campbell of Philadelphia, 
member of the Consolidated Exchange! 

Humphrey Owen of New York, said to 
a member of the Consolidated Exchange. 

Albert Ford of Norwood, Penn... tele- 
graph operator, arrested at the office 
Boggs & Co., one of the indicted con- 
cerns, 

Marshall F. Parrish of Philadelphia, mem- 
ber of the Consolidated Exchange and a 
member of the brokerage firm of Harvey & 
Stumoat. 

Most’ of the men were arrested while 
on the floor of the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change, which the Government declares 
is one of the centres of the bucketshop 
business. 

Assistant United States District- Attor- 
ney Brinton asked Commissioner Craig to 
hold the prisoners for a further hearing. 
The Commissioner gave the men the 
choice of a continuance or & waiver of 
further hearing, to go direct to Washing- 
ton. The prisoners consulted together and 
decided to have a further hearing and 
next Friday was set.

Raid on the Price Concern 
Just in Time. 


BALTIMORE, April 2.—Following the 
publication of a story yesterday that the 


firm was about to liquidate and refire 
from business, the offices of William B. 
Price & Co. in this city were raided to-~ 
day by United States and local officers, 
and three of the alleged ‘‘ bucket shop’ 
men indicted by the Federal Grand Jury 
at Washington were taken into custody. 
They are Edward Weldon, James A, 
Anderson, and Harry M. Randolph. 
Moorehead, also wanted, subsequently ap- 
peared, and the five men were released 
under bonds of $5,000 each for their ap- 
pearance before the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia. 

William B. Price, the head of the con- 
cern, was not found at the offices, though 
he had been there about half an hour be- 
fore the raid was made. The prisoners 
would not admit any knowledge of the 
whereabouts of Price, nor of Edward 
Altemas of Jersey City, another of those 
indicted. ? 

Several United States Deputy Marshals 
and the local headquarters men began ¢ 
seareh of the city for eight other me 
for whom warrants are held. A number 
of these are from Jersey City, and, ac¢ 
cording to the Government officers, only 
came to Baltimore during the last twa 
days, when, it is said, arrangements were 
made to close down the business of the 
Price company in ail of the cities where 
the various branches have been doing 
business. 

Liekerage offices maintained by William 
B. Price & Co. in another part of thg 
same building were closed up yesterday, 
In a newspaper interview yesterday after- 
noon Mr. Price was quoted as saying thag 
the firm would liquidate and retire fron, 
business. He gave no reason for the ac- 
tion further than that some of the stock- 
holders desired to withdraw.

NO JERSEY CITY RAIDS. 





Police Had Forced Bucket Shops tq 
Close a Week Ago. 


Federal officers who visited Jersey .Cit¥ 
yesterday expecting to raid alleged bucket 
shops were a week late. The police had 
closed them last Monday. This action fol- 
lowed the raid and conviction of the 
Standard Stock: and Grain Company and 
Edward Altemus, its manager. Thomas 
Haves, who had been the agént for the 
concern at Rochester, Y. ¥., filed the 
complaint after he had been dismissed and 
his claim for commissions had been repu- 
diated. The company and manager were 
adjudged guilty of keeping a disorderly 
house, and Judge Blair imposed a fine of 
$1,000 on the company. The sentence of 
Altemus was postponed on his promise to 
suspend. operaticns in New Jersey. 

The police officials also closed up the 
Eastern Stock Company and the Stock, 
Grain, and Provision Dealers, threatening 
to raid them daily if they did not leave. 

A report is current that the three con- 
eerns had over $1,000,000 deposited in the 
Jersey City banks. Raids had frequently, 
been made on these concerns during the 
past eight years. Only one failure oc- 
curred. The concern backed by the late’ 
Al Adams collapsed, owing its patrons 
over $50,000, and they did not get a cenit, 
as their claims as creditors were rejected 
by the receiver, who held they were gam.~ 
bling debts and not collectible.

Told Him of $5,000 Offer from 
Collier's for Testimony. 





TO “PAY FOR HIS TROUBLE” 





Secretary of the Interior Declares He 
Will Sue Magazine for Malicious 
- Libel—Protests to Committee. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Insinuations 
as to bribery to procure evidence were 
made at the Ballinger-Pinchot hearing to- 
day, and caused a sensation, and the com- 
mittee promptly decided to investigate 
the matter. At the same time the Secre- 
tary of the Interior announced that he 
‘ would bring suit against Collier’s Week- 
ly as the result of its publication of 
stories concerning him which had been 
appearing in that paper. 

The bribery hint was brought up accli- 
‘dentally, and the fact that it reached the 
committee was due largely to the lack of 
restraint placed upon H, K. Love, United 
States Marshal for one of the Alaska 
districts, formerly Special Agent of the 
General Land Office, who resumed the 
stand this morning. 

Attorney Brandeis, in cross-examina- 
tion, was questioning the witness in re- 
gard to a conversation he had with John 
W. Dudley of Juneau, Alaska, formerly 
Register and Receiver of the Land Office 
at that place. The conversation was not 
important, and’ wher the attorney had 
concluded Love volunteered the statement 
that what he had said was not all that 
Dudley had told him. 

Immediately counsel wanted to know 
what else had been said, whereupon Love 
declared that Dudley had told him in the 
Occidental Hotel at Juneau that it had 
been intimated to him that it would be 
worth from $5,000 to $10,000 to him if 
he would go to Washington and testify 
in the Ballinger-Pinchot hearing. This 
intimation had come from Collier’s Week- 
ly, he said. 


Hint of Bribery Disclosed. 


Instantly the members of the committee 
were alert to hear more and began to 
question the witness. He continued by 
saying that, while Dudley had told him, 
he had not specified who the agent was 
representing Collier’s Weekly, who had 
made the proposition or how it had been 
advanced—only that it had been “ inti- 
mated.”’ 


Dudley had asked the witness 


Secretary Ballinger and to say to him 
that if ne came to Washinegte:u it would 
be to testify for him—that he had refused 
the Collier proposition. 

“Did you understand from that,’’ asked 
Representative Madison, the insurgent 
member of the committee, “that Dudley 
wanted to convey the idea that Collier's 
Weekly wished to bribe him to testify?” 

‘No, not to bribe him; just:-to pay 
him,’’ replied the witness. 

‘** Well,”’ commented Mr. Madison, ‘ you 
are able to draw a. finer line of distinc- 
tion in regard to such matters than I am.’ 

Love went on to say that Dudley hai 
been dismissed as Register and Receiver 
and that he talked of coming to Washing- 
ton to see about it. He added that he 
did not believe Collier's Weekly expected 
Dudley to tel] anything but the truth or 
that Dudley understood it in any other 
way. ¢ 

‘Have you told Secretary Ballinger 
what Dudley told you to -tell him?” asked 
Representative James. 

J] have not.”’ replied the witness. 

‘Do you mean to say that you have 
been here for thirty dayS and have dis- 
cussed such an important matter with no 
one?” 

“‘No, Sir, I don't think I have 
tioned it to any one before.” 

Love said Dudley did not appear to be 
offended because of thé’ Btucestion.

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HARBOR BOATMEN 
JOIN THE-STRIKERS 


4 
400 Have Quit Work on the Boats 
of the Four Railroads De- 
serted by tho Pilots. 





NEW PILOTS INTIMIDATED 





Strikers Say the Freight Tie-Up Is Dis- 
astrous, but the Rallroads Declare 


There Is No Congestion. 





The Harbor Boatmen’s Union decided 
yesterday that none of its . members 
would work on the boats of the lines af- 
fected by the strike of thé pilots, and at 
6 P. M. the deckhands, floatmen, cooks, 
and oilers to the number of 400 quit work 
on the boats of the Delaware, Lackawan- 
na &.Western, Baltimore & Ohio, Cen- 
tral Railroad of. New Jersey, and Lehigh 
Valley Companies. 

The representatives of this union had 
previousig made demands on the roads 
for an advance in wages of $5 a month, 
one day off a week, and two weeks an- 
nual vacation. These demands were re- 
jected by the four roads mentioned, which 
offered an advance of $2.50 a month, but 
were granted by the Erie and the New 
York Central. The striking harbor boat- 
men held a smoker last night and said 
that even if they had not struck for the 
demands they would not have worked 
with non-union pilots. 

The Arbuckle Company made an agree- 
ment with the pilots yesterday afternoon 
for its six boats, based on the terms 
granted by the other companies which 
have settled. The pilots returned to work 
on the Arbuckle boats at 6 P. M. 

Efforts for Arbitration. 

Various conferences and talks over the 
telephone were held by representatives of 
the striking pilots or men who were in- 
terested in restoring peace to bring about 
a settlement. Col. Reagan of the State 
Board of Arbitration saw Henry L. Joyce, 
& manager of the marine department of 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey and 
Chairman of the committee of the four 
railroads involved in the strike, and Supt. 
Abbott of the Lehigh Valley Company, 
and made a strong plea for arbitration. 


CoL Reagan said afterward that the rail- 
roads would consider the matter, but 
later Capt. Luther B. Dow, General Man- 
ager of the Masters’ and Pilots’ Associa- 
tion, had a talk over the telephone with 
them’ and was informed that arbitration 
‘was now out of the question. A hasty 
meet of the strikers was called, at 
which it was resolved to fight for the 
demands to the end. 

During the day the officers of the Mas- 
ters and Pilots’ Association kept in touch 
with the Harbor Boatmen’s Union. The 
members of the latter refused afterwards 
to work on any boat manned by non- 
urion pilots. 


Strikers’ Scout Boat Active. 


The scout boat McCormack, which has 
been chartered by the strikers, kept cruis- 
ing around all day, drawing up alongside 
any boat manned with non-union men 
and sounding its discordant “ scab toot.”’ 


its activities caused Chairman Joyce of 
the railroads’ committee, to make a com- 
laint to Ira Harris, the local head of 
he steamship inspection service of the 
Department of ommerce and Labor, 
that the men on the boat were intimidat- 
ins the new vw wkers.

steamed to the piers where the men were 
embarking and threatened them, and that 
they called the strikebreakers opprobrious 
names and tried to force them to desert. 
Capt. Dow went to the office of Mr. 
Harris and denied that threats were used. 
Meantime the new men are to be pro- 
tected by United States Marshals assigned 
to the boats, as on Friday. 

The statements of the strikers’ repre- 
sentatives and those of the railroads as 
to the effect of the strike vary widely. 
According to the officers of the Masters 
and Pilots’ Association the effect of the 
tie-up of freight was disastrous. Capt. 
Dow said that large quantities of perish- 
able freight could not be landed and that 
the boats were not manned properly; few 
were out, he said, and through the in- 
experience of some of the pilots colli- 
sicns had occurred, especially with the 
Lehigh Valley boats. One of these, he 
fdded, required the services of a wreck- 
ing company. 

On behalf of the railroads it was stated 
hat this boat was Gamaged to the ex- 
tent of less than $15, that the Lehigh Va)- 
Wey was giving good service, as well as 
the other campanies involved in the 
strike, and that there was no freight con- 
gestion. 


No Freight Trouble, Say Roads. 


Early bulletins given out by the rail- 
roads stated that the Lehigh Valley Com- 
pany had four tugs in operation. Al 
the shifting work in the ‘‘ Gap,” where 
the Lehigh Valley piers in Jersey City 
are situated, was done by one of these 
four tugs. 

Up to 10 A. M. the Jersey Central had 
moved ten floats, three to Pier 10, one to 
Pier 8, one to Pier 46, two from Pier 10, 
two from Pier 46, one from Plier 32, and 
one started for the Bronx about 19 A. M. 
Later bulletins stated that all the roads 
were improving their service, and that 
there was no trouble. The railroads’ com- 
tnittee also reported late in the after- 
rioon that the mdvement of freight was 
more smooth and regular than was ex- 
pected, and that the number of vessels 
in operation was increasing. 

All sorts of stories on behalf of the 
strikers were told about the kind of new 
men who were hired. One was to the ef- 
fect that an ex-pilot who keeps a saloon 
was employed, but when asked for his 
license on board of his boat he could only 
show his saloon license, and he had to 
givé up his job. 

The ferryboat pilots have no grievances, 
but it was hinted last evening by the 
Masters and Pilots’ Association that they 
might quit.

ITALIANS SHOOT UP A CAFE. 


Proprietor Wounded by Men 
Fired for Wantonness. 


Gennaro Saffioto, a Sicilian, who keeps 
@ small Italian restaurant in the base- 
ment of the building at 289 East Twenty- 
ninth Street, was shot in the left side 
last night by one of six Italians who en- 
tered the store, and who, according to 
the restaurant keeper, had no provouca- 
tion; 

Saffioto and his cashier, Dominick Man- 


gelo, were in the restaurant early in the 
evening, when the six men entered quiet- 
ly, took seats at a table, and ordered 
food and wine. After they had finished 
they left the place and the proprietor and 
his clerk went on with their work. A 
short time after they had left the restau- 
rant the six men returned. As they en- 
tered the place one of the men drew a 
revolver and fired a shot at Saffioto, who 
was standing behind his desk. The shot 
went wild, 

The restaurant proprietor asked the man 
what he was doing, and the stranger re- 
plied that he was merely shooting off a 
tire-cracker. He then stepped deliberate- 
ly behind the desk and fired another shot 
at Saffioto. A bullet inflicted a flesh 
wound in Saffioto’s left side. While Saf- 
fioto and his cashier yelled the stranger 
ired a third shot which went wild, and 
then he and his five companions fled from 
the place. 

The yells of the men in the restaurant 
and the three shots attracted a crowd of 
people from the neighborhood, who gath- 
ered in front of the store under the im- 
pression that a murder had been com- 
mitted. From his post about a block 
away from the shooting Policeman O'Con- 
nor of the East Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
tion saw the crowd and ran to the place. 
He entered the restaurant, and when he 
discovered Saffioto’s condition he called 
Dr. Van Kleeck from Bellevue. The sur- 
geon took Saffioto to the hospital, where 
it was said that he would recover.

May 1 take the liberty of asking where your 
correspondent, J. R. Anderson, got his data 
from in regard to the saloons, convicts, and the 
number of.insane in New Jersey and the other 
States that he mentions? He ‘states, for in- 
stance, that New Jersey has one saloon to 
every 214 population The report of the New 
Jersey Excise Commission for April 10, 1908, 
gives a total of 1,925 saloons, which, on the 
basis of the present estimated population, 
would be 1 saloon to every 1,290 persons. 
Even if Mr. Anderson included the hotéls 
also, the number would only be 1 to %46 
persons. 

The United States Census Report on the In- 
sane, 1906, gives the admissions of insane to 
public and private hospitals during 1904, and 
the number per 100,000 of population. New 
Jersey had 63.2, Connecticut 89.4, New Hamp- 
shire 82.9, Vermont 77.1, Massachusetts 132.9, 
Rhode Island 92.5, and Maine 47.1, s0 that 
New Jersey compares favorably with five of 
the six New England States that Mr. Ander- 
son mentions. The census report says that 
in 1890 Maine was one of four States in which 
‘the number of insane enumerated outside of 
hospitals exceeded the number found in these 
institutions.’’

Statements 6f*this kind can 
be made only by persons ignorant of the history 
of medicine, and they should be controverted 
in the interest of the public welfare. Indeea,

often overlooked fact should first be mentioned 
that Harvey discovered the circulation of the 
blood by this means. Moreover, where formerly 
the physician felt the pulse with his finger not 
merely to determine its frequency but also to 
ascertain its quality, he now often takes a 
graphic tracing or record, which he has learned 
to make and'\to interpret by reason of similar 
tracings made upon iiving animais in the course 
of the study of the physiology of the heart.

Now, by selecting a suitable human donor 
of blood and by making use of the new meth- 
ods of vascular suture, perfected upon animals, 
patients are daily being supported through 
critical periods, such as formerly ended fatally, 
until the power to make for themselves a suf- 
ficient new supply of biood is regained ; 

The gains to practical medicine in the realm 
of the infectious diseases acquired through ani- 
mal experimentation in the past haif century 
are immense. Have we not seen the fou, dation 
of all our precise knowledge of infection and 
contagion laid down since that time? And 
what a noble edifice of prevention and specific 
treatment of infectious disease has already 
been erected on those foundations! have 
estabkished that all of tuberculosis 
(whether of the lungs or other organs) has a 
common cause in the tubercle Dacillus, which 
has only to be excluded from the body in order 
that tuberculosis should be prevented, has af- 
fected medical practice in a profund way, since 
one-seventh of all deaths and a correspondingly 
high portion of all iliness are caused by tuber- 
cular diseases. It not imaginable than any 
other method than the use of animals for ex- 
periment could have led to this result. But 
the problems of diphtheria, blood poisoning, 
tetanus, typhoid fever, cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis, bubonic plague, dysentery, cholera, ma- 
laria, yellow fever, sleeping sickness, relapsing 
fever, and still other infectious diseases of 
human beings (and many similar diseases of 
animais) are being solved by the same means 
of study. We know the causes of this formid- 
able group of serious diseases, the manner of 
their conveyance, how they may be prevented, 
and in a few instances we have been successful 
in finding specific means of curing them. 

Moreover, to these very positive and large 
gains secured through animal experimentation 
are to be added the advantages enjoyed 
in the employment of so-called biological meth- 
ods of diagnosis of disease and in the use of 
drugs, the action of which has been discovered 
or is being controlled by physiological tests.

for 1910 Over Previous Years. 


George W, Wanmaker, Appraiser of the 
Port, gave out & summary statement of 
transactions in his office yesterday for 
March, 1910, in comparison with the same 
months in 19098 and 1908. The statement 
shows increase in the value of merchan- 
dise, increase in the number of invoices 
and appraisement orders, and in increase 
in the number of packages examined. 

The appraised value of merchandise for 
1910 was $103,543,246; for 1909, $87,997,387; 
for 1908, $55,429,008. The number of in- 
voices in 1910 were 43,882; in 1909, 39,698, 
and in 1908, 30,309. The number of pack- 
ages examined in 1910 was 77,515; in 1909, 
69,256, and in 1908, 60,355. 

The appraised value of precious stones 
and pearls for March, 1910, is $4,525,264, 
as compared with $3,353,407 in March, 
1909, and $589,514 in the same month in 
1908. 

Ninety-seven automobiles. of 
praised value of $204,718 were imported 
last month, in comparison with 125 cars, 
valued at $261,130 in March, 1909, and 47 
cars, valued at $127,946, 1n March, 1908.

Brings Up Congressional Report 
Accusing Seward of Extor- 
Tan 
tion, Bribery, and More. 








MINISTER TO CHINA THEN 





Mr. Seward Explains It as a Partisan 
Investigation by a Committee of First 
Democratic Congress After the War. 





Senator ‘‘ Big Tim’”’ Sullivan, who was 
involved in the story told by George Ir, 
Seward, President of the Fidelity and 
Casualty Company, as to a demand for 
a ten-thousand-dollar bribe in connection 
With a bill at Albany in 1892, hit back at 
Mr. Seward yesterday. The leader of the 
Sullivan clan did not take much’ trouble, 
for he considered his original rejoinder 
to. Mr. Seward’s charges sufficient. That 
rejoindér was framed around the shorter 
and ugiler word. : 

But what “Big Tim” did do. without 
stress, was to inform the world through 
the newspapers that a friend of™his had 
told him that if he really wanted to get 
back at Mr. Seward he might consult 
the proceedings of the Forty-fifth Con- 
gress, Third Session, Report 134, and he 
would find something very interesting. 

‘‘I give it to you as I got it,’ said 
Senator Sullivan. ‘‘ You can take or 
what it is worth. Of course, the fact 
remains that I don’t know Seward, and 
never saw him or had any communica- 
tion with him, and I was never on the 
Insurance Committee of either the Senate 
or Assembly until a few years ago.”’ 

Report 134 is a volume of 1,500 and odd 
pages, entitled. ‘‘ Investigation of George 
I’. Seward.’ It contains the record uf a 
committee of the House of Representa- 
tives which investigated charges against 
Mr. Seward in connection with his offi- 
cial conduct as Consul General at Shang- 
hai, China, 1862 and 1876, when 
he was appointed United States Minister 
to China. The committee divided four to 
three, the majority members recommend- 
ing that Mr. Seward be brought befor2 
the bar of the Senate for impeachment 
as ‘“‘guilty of injustice, tyranny, extor- 
tion, and bribery,’’ and the minority rec. 
ommending his acquittal.

General at Shanghal, In the Empire otf 
China, as aforesaid, was guilty of injus- 
tice, tyranny, extortion, and bribery in 
his official capacity as Judge of the said 
Consular Court at Shanghai, upon and 
with citizens of the United States.” 
The first specification of Article 1. of 
the committee's feport says that Mr. 
Seward, between January, 1874, and De- 
cember, 1875, while Consul General at 
Shanghai and while acting as Judge of 
the Consular Court at Shanghai, in a 
case pending before him, involving the 
settlement of the estate of D. R.. Sted- 
ding, formerly an American citizen doing 
business.at Shanghai, charged one Eug+«ne 
McLaughlin, executor of the will, and <le- 
inanded and received of him the sum cf 
noo taels, equal to $620. The Congres- 
sional. committee asserts that the money 
was corruptly received by Mr. Seward 
and that he well knew the services rend- 
cred by him were a part of his judicial 
duties as Judge. It was also charged that 
Seward retained the money and re- 
fused to pay it to the owners of the estaie 
against the protest of T, F. Burr, who 
owned one-half of the estate. 

Charged With Releasing a Pirate. 

The second specification of this articie 
declares that Mr. Seward, between Jan'l- 
ary, 1874. and. Dec. 31, 1875, while acting 
judicially in the case of Benjamin Pease, 
who had been charged with the crimes 
of piracy and murder and had been ar- 
rested and committed to jail, caused 
Pease to be brought before him while 
acting as Judge, “and then and there, 
witbout examination or hearing and with- 
out trial, unlawfully discharged the said 
Benjamin.Pease from custody and ar- 
rest,. well knowing him to be guilty of 
the crimes charged against him, and then 
and there permitted the said Benjamin 
Pease to go at large without e¢examina- 
tion, hearing, or trial for said offense, and 
without making any endeavors to obtain 
evidence against him.’’ 

Artiele 2 reiates that between Jan. °1, 
18635, and Dee. 1, 1875,.Mr. Seward had fn 
his custody $20,000, known as the Sea- 
man’s Relief Fund. He was the dis- 
bursing officer for the United States of 
that fund. The committee declares that 
he converted this money to his own use, 
lending it out with interest at the rate 
of 18 per cent., two of the borrowers be- 
ing Andrew Anderson and the firm: of 
Clapp & Co. 

It was found that Mr. Seward 
loans, appropriated the interest pon the 
loans to his own use, ‘and thereby em- 
begzléd said funds.’ These” murteazes 
were thereafter foreclosed in the Consuly 
Court before Mr. Seward him«ii,. Aaciing

Violation of Trenties. 


Article 8 finds that Mr. Seward became 
nterested in the construction of a rail- 
road-from Woosung to Shanghai and used 
his official influence tv promote the con- 
struction of that road, ‘‘in violation of the 
treaties then and now existing between 
the United States and the Emperor of 


China and int violation of the acts of 
Congress in that behaif and contrary to 
the wishes of:the people of China and 'c- 
gardless of the protests of the authorities 
of the Empire of China.’’ 

Article 4 is an_ elaporation of 
3, dealing with the. construction 
railroad mentioned and charging 
and bad faith’ in Mr. Seward's 
conduct. 

Article 5 states that in the month of 
April, 1871, Richard Phoenix-was Marshal 
of the United States for the Consul Gen- 
eral at Shanghai, and as such was é€n- 
titled to receive fees for his services. it 
then states that Mr, Seward, ‘“‘ well 
knowing the premises, and wrongfully in- 
tending and contriving to defraud the 
Government of the United States out of 
the moneys of the Government of. the 
United States, took and received to his 
own use the fees which by law the said 
Fhoenix, as Marshal aforesaid, was en- 
titled to receive, and converted the same 
to his own use, making no account [to 
the Government therefor and . rendering 
false and fraudulent vouchers to the Gov- 
ernment therefor.” 

Article 6 also relates to the fees of the 
Marshal at Shanghai; then the Congres- 
sional committee, in Article 7, deelares 
that from Jan. 1, 1862, to Dec. 31, 1875, 
Mr. Seward, as disbursing officer of the 
United States at Shanghai, defrauded the 
United States out of the premiums upon 
the exchange of Mexican dollars, gold, 
and United States currency passing 
through the Consulate, and falsified his 
reports to the Government 80, as to make 
it appear that he had taken in depreciat- 
ed currency and had been obliged to pur- 
chas® gold to make his disbursemenis, 
whereas no such transactions ever we- 
curred. Article 8 of the committee’s re- 
port covers various details relating to 
the same matters.

Accused of Embezzlement. 


Articles 9 and 10 find that after he be- 
came Minister to China, in 1876, Mr. 
Seward drew the salary of both Minister 
and Consul General for the first quarter 
of that year, although he had not per- 
formed any of the duties of Consul Gen- 
eral. Articles 11 and 12 find that he 
illegally discharged Consulate emploves. 
Article 13 finds that from 1862 to ING65 
Mr. Seward ‘“ willfully neglected to ren- 
der true and just quarterly accounts and 
returns of his office and of moneys te- 
ceived by him .for the use of the United 
States ; that he had in his custody iarge 
unexpended balances of public moneys at 
the end of each quarter; that he failed 
to pay these balances over. and was 
‘‘thereby and then ere guilty of 
embezzlement of the pub noneys of the 
United States.’’ 

Article 14 finds that Mr. Seward will- 
fully neglected to account to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for all the fees c 
lected by him. The next article declares 
that Oliver B. Bradford, Vice Cons) 
General and clerk of the Consular Court, 
was guilty of embezzlement and had been 
lawfully committed to the Consular jail 
at Shanghai. This was between Jan. Ii8, 
S77, and Dec. 31, 1878, while 
ard was Minister to China.

mainly due to the Rocky Mountains. Run- 
ning north and south through the west- 
ern portion of North America, they tend 
to check the eastward fiow of air through 
the lower strata, moving with the motion 
of the earth. But they do not prevent 
the flow of warm currents from the 
south and of cold currents from the north, 
the results of eqhatorial heating and 
polar cooling, to which are due the per- 
manent hemispherical circulations. 

When this warm current meets the cold 
current, usually somewhere up in the 
Northwest, through the action of gravity 
a circulation sets in, causing the heated 
air to overflow the colder. and the colder 
to overrun the heated; and as all this is 
taking place on the surface of a rotating 
sphere vortex motions are produced.

, it acts like 
a.spray of high-pressure air turned upon 
a dirty rug. 

‘* Few people realize,’’ says the author 
of ‘‘ Descriptive Meteorology,” “ that the 
cold ‘wave has an important therapeutic 
value. It scatters and diffuses the car- 
bonic acid gas exhaled by animal : life 
and the fetid gas emanating from decay- 
ing organic matter. Its dense air not 
only gives more oxygen with each inspi- 
ration of the lungs but the high electrifi- 
cation that always accompanies tt in- 
vigorates man and all other animal 
life.’’ 4 ' 

The air of these cold waves contains a 
higner percentage of ozone than is ordi- 
narily found in the air that is bréathed 
by man, and this gas, while injurious and 
even fatal in condensed form, is stimu- 
lative and sanitary in the small pércent- 
ages found in nature. Its presence, there- 
fore, adds to the beneficial effects of the 
cold wave. ’

The making of the weather map each 
day is the basis of all weather forecast- 
ing. This is how it is done: Each morn- 
ing at 8 o’clock, seventy-fifth 
time—that of New 
7 o'clock at Chicago, 6 o'clock at Denver, 
and o'clock at San Francisco, the ob- 
servers at some 200. stations throughout 
the United States and the West Indies 
take their observations, noting the tem- 
perature, the humidity, the rainfall or 
Fnowfalj, and the cloudiness. | 

Then for haff an hour or more the tele- 
graph wires hum with the messages sent 
back and forth until each important sta- 
tion has the reports of all the others. At 
the stations where the charts are made 
for the study of the forecast official, as, 
for instance, at the central office in 
Washington, as fast as the reports come 
in they are turned over to the forecast 
division. Here there are clerks with 
blank charts, each of whom copies a par- 
ticular part of all the reports. 

One constructs a chart showing the 
changes in temperature during the pre- 
ceding twenty-four hours. Broad red 
lines separate the colder from the warm- 
er regions and narrow red lines inclose 
areas showing changes in temperature of 
mote than ten degrees, The narrow lines 
generally run in oval or circular form, 
showing that’ atmospheric disturbances 
operate in the form of: great progressive 
eddies. 

A second clerk takes the barometric 
changes and constructs another chart by 
the same methods. Here the narrow red 
lines will inclose spaces in which the 
barometer is either rising or falling. If 
through a great expanse of territory all 
the barometers are rising, the air in that 
region is cooling and contracting and all- 
lowing that of adjacent warmer sections 
to flow in at the higher levels. If dé6ver 
another considerable area the barometers 
are falling, the air above them is flowing 
away to cooler regions. This chart is of 
particular importance because it gives in 
great measure the first indication of the

Still another makes “the 
general weather chart,’’ showing for each 
station the air temperature and pressure, 
the velocity and direction of the wind, 
the rainfall or snowfall since the last re- 
port, and the amount of cloudiness 

These several charts enable thé forecast 
official to hold in his mind's eye a picture 
of the great ocean of air above the United 
States, with all its agitations, and, know- 
ing how these moving pictures have va- 
ried from day to day in the past, he can 
estimate how this eddy Is likely to pro- 
gress during the next twenty-four hours, 
or even longer, and what effect that on- 
coming wave of high or of low pressure 
is ikely to have. 

If a cyclonic disturbance, or area of 
low pressure having a more or less. spiral 
movement of air throughout a large re- 
gion, is being formed, its centre is at the 
peint where the barometer readings are 
lowest. Toward this centre the air is 
blowing in, like water flowing dowr in- 
clined planes, from all the surrounding 
regions were the air pressure is higher. 

This storm will be like a great eddy or 
vortex in the air carried along by the 
general easterly movement of the atmos- 
phere. But it is not a deep eddy. Hori- 
zontally it may extend from Washington 
to Denver, and yet it may not affect the 
air for more than three or four- miles 
above the surface of the earth. This en- 
tire vast disk of whirling air is in accu- 
rate nomenclature a cyclone—a word mucn 
misused in popular speech to denote what 
is really a tornado—and close behind it 
follows an anticyclone, or area of high 
atmospheric pressure, also moving east- 
wardly. In this region the air flows 
downward from high altitudes instead of 
upward from the warm and humid earth, 
and is therefore drier and colder. 

The cyclonic or low pressure area may 
be accompanied by precipitation and it 
may not, or precipitation may occur in 
some portions and rone in others. It is in

The three Summer 
months and September are characterizeé 
by ill-defined storms of sluggish move- 
ment that bring many local rains of small 
area. October and November in the Fall, 
and April and May in the Spring, are

WORLD’S BIGGEST SPONGE FOU 


“7 HE old and historic City of Nassau, 
New Providence, Bahama Islands, 
experienced quite a sensation about 
middle of March in the matter vi” 
sponges. The principal industry of Nas- 
sau is the gathering, curing, and sell- 
ing of sponges, and quite a large fleet 
of schooners and many colored men, com- 
posing their crews, are engaged in gath- 
ering them around the neighboring is)- 
ands. One of these schooners came to 
port recently, having as part of its cargo 
the largest fine sponge ever taken from 
the Atlantic Ocean. When laid out upon 
the dock among thousands of other 
sponges classified for sale by auction this 
particular one attracted gereral atten- 
tion and &admiration. It is what is known 
as a wool sponge, which is the finest 
quality known among spongers. It is in 
form perfectly round, arched like an im- 
mense fruit cake, and is six feet in cir- 
cumference and two feet in diameter in 
every difection. When taken from thie 
water it weighed between eighty ad 
ninety pounds, and the fortunate mun 
who, captured it had a hard time landing 
it in his dory. Now that it has dried out 
and been relieved of all excrescences it

| weighs about twelve pounds. 


Its equal in size, fine quality, and at- 
tractive appearence has never been seen. 
When jt was presented for sale it was put 
ir’ & class by itself, and there were many 
competitors in the bidding for it, every 
dealer in sponges being anxious to secure 
it. It was finally awarded to the firm of 
O, F. Pritchard at $28. It has been sug- 
gested to Mr. Pritchard that the National 
Museum in Washington would ge glad to 
receive such a curiosity. 

This immense sponge is peculiar in that 
it had no fixed habitation, no permanent 
attachment to anything, but is what is 
known as a “roller,’’ being tossed about 
by the waves in every direction. . Rolling 
about in this way at the mercy of the 
waves, it naturally acquired its present 
perfectly round shape. It reminds one 
of the “‘ tumble weed” of the Western 
prairies that is blown about in thg winds, 
assuming its round, ball-like shape, as it 
rolls about in any direction the wind 
chooses to give it. 

The gathering, curing, selling,. and ex- 
porting of sponges is the principal indus- 
try of Nassau. The sales of sponges for ex- 
port average about $500,000 annually— 
most of them going to England and 








® market in Russia. A large number of 
small vessels, nearly four hundred, are 
engaged in the work of gathering sponges, 
which are found in the vicinity of many 
of the islands of the Bahama group. The 
vessels are manned, according to their 
size, by nine, eleven, thirteen, or fifteen 
men, always an odd number, the odd man 
being the cook and in charge of the 
schooner while the others are out in dories 
hur:ting for sponges.

The men go out in dories, like the fisher- 
men of Gloucester, and through a water 
glass search for the sponges. This water 
glass is simply an ordinary pail or bucket 
with a glass bottom. Holding one of these 
over the side of* his dory, the sponger 
locates the sponges, and then with a long 
pole having a hook on the end he seizes 
upon the mass, tears it loose, and gathers 
it into his boat, whence it is later trans- 
ferred to the vessel. When a quantity has 
thus been secured, the vessel puts in to 
one of the islands, where a cache or pen 
has been previously established at the 
water’s edge. The sponges are thrown 
into this pen, where they are left for 
several days, being washed by the ebb 
and flow of the tides, until the animal 
matter, sand, and other extraneous sub- 
stances have been washed away. While 
this is going on the vessel returns to its 
hunting grounds and continues its labors 
until a sufficient cargo has been pro- 
cured to warrant the return to port. A 
sponger is usually absent from two to 
three. months,-and -the.ceturn- of..one_or.

‘To every suggestion that some- 
thing be done, the apologists for the Ex- 
changes assert that it is impossible to 
eliminate the gambling features without 
destroying the legitimate objects of the 
market places. Toledo’ did it without any 
trouble and'that Exchange has now a Na- 
tional reputation fér square and honest 
dealing, controlling the No. 1 wheat mar- 
ket.

I¥.—It may be played by any child 
over two.and under ninety who is strong 
in wind and limb, and who has the time 
to devote to it. | 

IIl.—The player who {s appointed by lot 
to touch the others is called “IT.” He 

ould be able to stand on his feet and 
run if he ig to be at all expért in the 
game, 

IV.—As stated In Rule I, the touching 
must be done with the hands, and person- 
Ally. not with a club. snowball. or other 


device, It cannot be done by a third 
party, although sometimes in the smart 
set valets are’ employed to play the game 
for’ thelr employers.

In so‘ 
doing it broke up a gang of counterfeiters 
that had been giving trouble for ten 
years. But it did more. It cut the very 
heart out of the best organized gang that 
has ever used Black Hand methods on

His- 
tory teaches us that the Egyptians of old 
watched the bodies of their dead for many 
days: before proceeding to embalm them, 
and that the ancient Greeks and Romans 
were in the habit of subjecting corpses 
to various tests of death, sometimes by 
the cutting off of a finger, before con- 
signing them.to-. the tomb or to the 
flames.

It was so long ago 
she skimmed the waves as a type of the 
Yankee trader that few people on tne 
Jersey coast remembered much about her, 
except that she had been wrecked on the 
‘shoals south of Elberon and half of her 
crew had gone to the bottom. 

rom the year 1860 until Christmas 
night, 1909, she was just an old hulk, 
half-buried in the sand. Some of the old 
folk reckoned that maybe she had been 
in the West Indian trade—plowing the 
Caribbees after cargoes of cocoanuts, log- 
wood, fustic, or maybe old rum. By her 
name she most likely came from Maine. 
Maybe the Captain was a John Allen and 
maybe his wife, Mary, put to sea with 
him. It was quite the fashion in those 
days for the master to call the schooner 
after his wife. so there should be no jeal- 
ousy over affections divided between the 
“old lady” and the ‘old girl.”

This tenth Earl of Winchilsea 
very extravagant, was indeed in his 
younger days one of the boon com- 
panions of George IV. when Regent. 
The confusion in which he left his af- 
fairs at his death was increased by his 
eldest son, George James, the eleventh 
Earl, renowned for his wit and for his 
classical lore, and probably the last 
peer to indulge in the old-fashioned 
practice of interlarding his speeches in 
the House of Lords with apt quota- 
tions from Horace. 

He had, however, no business sense, 
and during his lifetime the fortunes of 
the Finch-Hattons Went on from bad 
to worse, the ruin being, so to speak, 
completed by his only son, who pre- 
deceased him, after a most riotous ca- 
reer, which included enlistment as a 
private in the army and repeated ap- 
pearances in the Court of Bankruptcy. 

The Horace-quoting Earl was suc- 
eeded by.-.one of his half-brothers, 
whose son, another Viscount Maidstone, 
also predeceased him, and who en- 
deavored in vain to restore the family 
fortunes by associating himself with 
the unsavary promoter, Hooley, sharing 
the latter's disasters. 

That is why the broad acres which 
the Lords of Winchilsea and Notting- 
ham. formerly owned in Kent and in 
Northamptonshire passed out of their 
4 possession—through no fault, there- 
fore, of the present and thirteenth Earl, 
or of his son, the Lord Maidstone who 
is about to marry Miss Drexel. 

The Eastwell Park estate was rented 
for a number of years to King Ed- 
ward’s sailor brother, the late Duke of 
Edinburgh and Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, 
and ali the latter’s children, comprising 
the beautiful Crown Princess of Rou- 
mania and the Grand Duchess Cyril 
of Russia, were born there.

ANY curious questions 
parent contradictions 
themselves to the 
Raymond Gros and 

3ournand, authors of ‘‘In the 
the Almighty Dollar,’ a recent French 
publication. For instance, under the 
head of ‘‘ Usurers,’’ they note: 

“The official pawnshop (corresponding 
to the French “Mont-de-Piété) is  un- 
known in America. zach State licenses 
certain private individuals to loan money 
on pledges, and a pawnshop iooks like 
an ordinary jeweler’s or watchmaker’s 
store except for the three golden balls 
over the door, which show that it is really 
a ‘temple of philanthropy,’ all moncy 
lenders being notoriously philanthropists. 

“The legal rate of interest is 6 per 
cent:. and articles pledged may be sold 
at the end of three montns, but are actu- 
ally disposed of only at the-end of the 
year. Nothing extraordinary so far, but 
all pawnbrokers are really rascally 
usurers who laugh at the law and charge 
6 per cent. a month instead of the legal 
rate. 

‘Another form of usury is carried on 
openly under the eyes of the _ police 
and is widely advertised in the daily 
papers. It is a matter of surprise that 
the women’s clubs and the societies for 
the prevention of vice and abuses in gen- 
eral should have made no effort to put 
a stop to a practice which has been the 
ruin of many a home, namely, the custom 
of lending money on salaries. 

“Tf a Merk gets $100 a month, he can 
borrow that amount, which is to be re- 
paid in six months plus 6 per cent. per 
month interest. The same thing is done 
on furniture, and to an even greater ex- 
tent. People would be amazed to learn 
how many persons are ruined by these 
loan societies, in which the manager is 
only a figurehead and the real owner's 
name is carefully concealed, We asked 
a Deputy Sheriff one day what sort of 
people were at the head of such houses, 
and he replied: ‘ Some of the richest men 
in America.’ é' 

“The American laborer is quick and 
wide-awake and has the admirabie attri- 
bute of working fast without seeming to 
be in a hurry; he talks but little and rare- 
ly laughs or sings while at work. He 
cares nothing for his employer's interests, 
but is proud of his work and of the money 
he earns. He is a Soctalist in the fullest 
sense of the word.

“It was not until 1906 that Europe be- 
gan to talk about graft—an English word 
with a peculiarly American meaning not 
given in the dictionaries of either country. 
It may be defined, or at least explained, 
as any act by which a man uses office to 
his own pecuniary advantage in a dis- 
honest if not always illegal way. A graft- | 
er is not necessarily corrupt or a taker of 
bribes, but is usually a man who makes 
use Of his position, influence, or relations 
for his personal benefit in a manner that 
would be impossible were he disinterested, 
scrupulous, or even ordinarily fastidious. 

** We are in the habit of calling Ameri- 
cans moral hypocrites, but they are cer- 
tainly amazingly frank in other direc- 
tions. They put on no airs of indiffer- 
ence or superlority when it comes to the 
question of money, but boldly acknowl- 
edge that it has its value and that they 
want to get all they can, not so much 
through love of display as for the use 
they intend to make of it. There is a 
slang expression current in the country 
which is very characteristic and is con- 
stantly met with: ‘I am not in this for 
my healca.’ Translated this means: 
‘Business is business. If I go into such 
and such 4 thing it is because I see some 
material profit in it for me; if it were not 
for that I should have nothing to do with 
it.’ 

‘‘This practical spirit of rather brutal 
common sense has introduced into public 
life a certain economic materialism, the 
effects of which have long been felt in 
politics. The subject of political corrup- 
tion has been elaborated in books of 
American impressions dating from further 
back than yesterday. James Bryce justly 
Observes that the subject has been gross- 
ly exaggerated by travelers who were op- 
posed to a democratic government and 
were delighted to underscore its weak- 
nesses and faults.

‘John Hay’s ‘Gay Lord Quex’ was 
condemned for having a bed on the stage 
the third act, and Mrs. Leslie Car- 
ter’s ‘Zaza’ was attacked by some purity 
league or other, but not until it had 
reached its three hundreth presentation! 
*** All this Puritanic nonsensz is as ridic- 
ulous as it is unnecessary. The public is 
the best judge of what it likes or does not 
like. When a piece is really bad, people 
don’t go to the theatre where it is given, 
as was seen with ‘ Mile. Fifi.’ The best 
possible censure of a play is an empty 
house. 

‘The most curious and interesting clubs 
in America are,the women’s. Some serve 
no particular purpose unless it be to af- 
ford an agreeable lounging place, but 
others have been formed for a useful and 
worthy object.

The man announcing this revolutionary 
theory is Henry Whittemore, 
gist who has turned out family histories 
for many of the most prominent families 
in this country. He has de aeted over a 
quarter of a century to the study of fam- 
fiv trees, and as a result of this ancestral 
arboriculture he asserts that if the trunk 
of a tree Is scrub oak the topmast twig 
can bear no rare fruitage unless (and 
here lies the hope for all family trees 
that began as scrub oaks) there has been 
a graft from some fruit-bearing variety of 
tree. 

Mr. Whittemore divides all mankind in- 
to two classes—those having neutral char- 
acters and those having positive charac- 
ters.

The Bible de- 
scribes them as the ‘‘hewers of wood and 
drawers of water.’ They are the dull 
plodders, molded by environment, doing 
the conventional thing, following the line 
of least resistance. They may not neces- 
sarily remain obscure. For instance, 
through a fortunate combination of cir- 
cumstances a merchant may amass @ 
large fortune and handle it discreetly. 
But in amassing it or handling it he will 
never go beyond the regular business 
methods of the day. He will make no in- 
movations; he will form no novel organiza- 
tions. He will simply proceed in the es- 
tablished groove.

Except for the difference 
of age, he was the image of John Quincy 
Adams.

‘Another good example may be found 
in Thomas Porter, a New York merchant 
of former days. Thomas. Porter was sup- 
posed to have an intuitive knowledge of 
anatomy, and was frequently called to 
perform minor surgical operations. His 
gift was considered both remarkable and 
mysterious, but when I was called upon 
to look up the Porter family I traced 
them back to Connecticut, and there found 
five generations of Porters, all ‘ chirur- 
geons.’ After that I never wasted any 
time guessing where Thomas Porter got 
his intuitive knowledge of anatomy. 

‘As an illustration of the persistence 
of ‘neutral’ characteristics, look at the 
Enuglish family of Jennings, which ante- 
dates William the Conqueror.

‘** Julian Davison, a New York lawyer, 
comes from a family which for twenty 
generations has been either in the law or 
some profession. The family of Robert 
De Forest has a4 similar background. 
Those not in ¢4he law have been usually 
engaged imim@vic affairs. I could go on 
multiplying examples, but I think I have 
given a sufficient number to prove my 
thesis as to this point. If you look up 
the family history of Webster, Clay, Cal- 
houn, or other men of equal calibre you 
will discover that they all came from 
‘positive’ stock. The fathers and the 
grandfathers of some of them may have 
been farmers, but they were of the broad- 
browed, hard-thinking, close-reasoning 
type. Because a man is a farmer it by 
no means follows that he is a ‘ neutral.’ 

‘fT do not believe that there is such a 
thing as ‘springing from the soil’ as 
that expression is ordinarily used. Hum- 
ble, mediocre ancestry never yet pro- 
duced a great man. In histories written 
for popular consumption you will un- 
doubtedly find many instances of -such 
miracles having taken place. But popu- 
lar histories draw a charitable veil over 
some things. I am not going to draw 
that veil aside, I am going to mention 
no instances; but belleve me, greatness 
never came from nothingness, genius 
never sprang from mediocrity. Some- 
where'in the apparently humble anoces- 
try of a great man there is invariably a 
crossing—not always legitimate—with a 
‘positive’ stock.’’ 

Turning to some of the well-known 
American familes whose ‘“‘trees’’ he has 
studied, Mr. Whittemore said: 

‘“‘In tracing families in America we are 
frequently bothered by change of name, 
sometimes merely a minor alteration 
through usage, sometimes ane entire 
change for purposes of concealment. An 
interesting case of this is that of the 
relatives of Oliver Cromwell. Oliver had 
a brother who took arms against the 
King, and an uncle who was a royalist. 
When the Stuarts returned to the throne 
the brother’s family was forced to flee, 
and some of them came to America, 
where they changed their names. In the 
course of time one of the descendants of 
the royalist uncle came to America, and 
the present Borough President of Rich- 
mond is his direct descendant. According 
ing to the theory, the lost Cromwells are 
probably under some other name, ranked 
among the insurgent Congressmen or the 
graft investigators» or possibly helping 
on the car strike in Philadelphia. 

‘Jay Gould’s father was named Gold, 
a Connecticut farmer, not so prosperous

“ Roosevelt is an excellent iHustration 
of the result of a mixture of ancestral 
strains. Some generations back, his an- 
cestors were Dutch landholders, noted 
only for being practical men of consid- 
erable wealth for that period. The Rev- 
Olutionary Roosevelt served Commis- 
sary for the Army, not as a fighter, but 
he gave his services. A marriage into a 
strong Scotch family gave an admixture 
of temperament, and the next Roosevelt 
married a French Huguenot from Geor- 
gia, whose*ancestor was a fighting min- 
ister in France, who took up arms 
against Louis XIV. In this country the 
descendants of this man took active and 
distinguished parts in the Governments of 
Georgia and South Carolina, showing 
themselves sufficiently pugnacious when 
their consciences were aroused. It was 
the mixture of these ancestral strains 
that produced the remarkable personal- 
ity of Theodore Roosevelt,”’ 

Mr. Whittemore was asked how he ac- 
counted for the deterioration that has 
taken place in the present generation of 
a number of prominent American families. 

“ Often it can be accounted for along 
the same lines on which I have been 
speaking. An inferior strain has been 
introduced into the family. Men of wealth 
sometimes marry below their station: and 
the next generation, or that portion of it 
which ‘favors’ the mother, shows the 
result. There is a prominent New York 
family which is an excellent example of 
this. The father of the present genera- 
tion was a remarkable man of business, 
but he married.a woman who introduced 
There 
are two members of the present genera- 
tion who inherited the father’s qualities. 
But the others inherited their characters 
from the maternal ancestfy, and the re- 
sult is that all of them have occupied 
much space in the newspapers through 
divorce scandals, breach-of-promise suits, 
and other similar imbroglios.’’ 

Mr. Whittemore was asked to explain 
his opinion of the effect of environment 
upon the development of character. 

** Fertile ground won’t make a cabbage 
grow into an oak tree; it will simply de- 
velop a very fine cabbage. Neither will 
sterile ground make an agcorn. grow a 
cabbage; it will simply develop a sickly 
and stunted oak tree. The same rule 
holds good in regard to human beings. A 
‘neutral,’ no matter how favorable the 
environra@’®, will not become a leader of 
men. A ‘ positive’ in an unfavorable en- 
vironment simply loses for the time be- 
ing his significance,”

forces, this time forking toward more 
modest but more concrete aims. It is of 
course hard to fortell with certainty just 
now ‘the consequences of the clash be- 
tween these opposite tendencies. I do 
not exclude the probability of stormy out- 
breaks in the near future, but it is more 
probable that the fundamental question 
of Russian life will find its solution in @ 
peacefu! manner.” 

The other statesman holds a different 
view: 

“Two years ago, when we met in St. 
Petersburg, we Giscussed the Russian sit- 
uation and the growth of the reactionary 
forces. Who could foretell at that time 
that the reaction would reach such a stage 
as it has reached now, that it would 
reign supreme in Russia. * * * But we 
do not despair. A better future must 
come to Russia soon, for no government 
can exist for a long time along’ such lines 
as Russia is*pursuing now. The rejuvena- 
tion of Russia will be bought ata high 
pric@, but it must come. All symptoms 
point to the fact that the reactionary 
forces will lead us to a war in the West 
or the East, and therein will lle-the so- 
lution of the unendurable difficulty in 
which Russia finds itself to-day.

Sometimes it*is caused by overwork; 
agajn by overeating or by susceptibility to 
eold. As it arises largely from nerves, 
then living hygienically and cutting out 
excitements will often give relief. 

Do not take drugs and sleeping powders 
for neuralgia until every other means has 
been tried. This disease being recurrent, 
it is dangerous to get into the habit of 
artificial soothing. 

Only take such relief under directions of 
your doctor, and not then so long as you 
can fight off the pain with outward appll- 
cations, mental suggestion or by gritting 
your teeth and bearing it. 

The drug habit is infinitely worse to 
cure than neuralgia, and more fatal in its 
effects. 

Some of the medicated clays have been 
fcund to give quick relief in neuralgia, 
while rubbing with sdap liniment or some 
reliable pain destroyer will often soothe. 

There is a difference of. opinion as to 
hot or cold applications for neuralgia. 
As In appendicitis, each sufferer must 
decide by experimenting. 

One noted specialist has a_ treatment 
for this disease that is worth trying. He 
does not believe in soothing pain, but in 
curing it, and his method of cure is by 
cold water. ~ | 

His method ‘is to treat not the point 
where the pain ‘strikes, but the seat. of 
that pain, which, he claims, is the spine, 
* towel wrung from cold water and 
covered with a blanket or Turkish tower 
is placed on the spine well up on the 
back of the neck.

CARING FOR WHITE HAIR. 

White hair, like white gowns, needs 
careful handling or it soon {s ugly, and Il- 
kept looking. , 

Brushes and combs should be washed 
every day or so. A dusty brush makes 
white hair dull, 

As this hair is more brittle than any 
othern, it must not be roughly handled. 
Do not tug or pull at it with a comb, and 
do not use too drying washes or dry 
with too much heat. 

Ordinary shampoo mixtures are apt to 
make white hair streaky. The best for it 
is made from the white of two eggs mixed 
lightly with a tablespoonful of warm 
water. 

Rub mixture wel! into scalp, parting 
hair in strands and also washing long hair. 
Rinse thoroughly with lukewarm water, 
then cold. Either spring or filtered water 
should be used on white hair. 

Many tonics used with good effect even 
on golden hair are not suitable for white- 
haired women. If carefully applied crude 
oll can be used occasionally or a little 
white vaseline may be rubbed into the 
‘scalp. 

In using any grease keep it off long 
hair, as it acts as a dust collector and 
dulls the lustre of hair. 

White hair to be lovely must have a 
silvery tint. When the hair is at pepper 
and asalit stage it can sometimes be made 


a professional. 

Shampooing the hair with lemon is ex- 
cellent for white hair. Put half the cut 
lemon in a thin muslin cloth. and rub 
over scalp, which has first been thoroughly 
wet. 

The White-headed woman should nat be 
careless of her hairdressing. Her hair 
should be loosely waved and worn elabor- 
ately, irrespective of styles of the moment.

The conditions offered at The New 
Theatre were perhaps not ideal: but they 
were certainly in some important respects 
a great improvement over those that pre- 
vail at the Metropolitan Opera House for 
such performances. Perhaps operas 
chosen for presentation here were not 
alwa what the public: would have pre- 
ferred—yet the repertory offered here was 
a varied and attractive one, and the per- 
formances were often of a high degree of 
excellence. Perhaps the hours, half the 
time in the afternoon, and the days of the 
performances did not suit: perhaps the 
public was not used to going somewhat 
out of the beaten track to get to its en- 
tertainment; perhaps the prices were con- 
sidered too high for what was offered.

Some operas were re- 
studied, presented with a fresh impetus, 
as ‘‘ Lohengrin’’ under Mr. Hertz and 
‘Tristan und Isolde’’ and ‘* Die Meister- 
singer which were transferred to Mr.

All of these new productions and most 
of the revivals were worth doing and de- 
served consideration from the musical 
public.

WAGNER IN ENGLISH 


HE recent production of 
of Desire’’ in English at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House has again 

raised the question of whether opera in 
English is possible or not. A recent num- 
ber of The London Times has this to say 
about the matter of translations of stand- 
ard operas: 

In all the schemes for the foundation of 


**The Pipe 


has been laid upon a matter which is of 
the highest, and even of vital, importance 
—the provision of decent translations of 
foreign libretti. EXngland, as bitter ex- 
perience shows, is worse served in this 
respect than most other countries, 
clally Germany. Take, for instance, the 
German version of Smetana’s ‘* Prodana 
Nevesta.’’ It is in many ways a model 
of its kind. In England even the title 
of the work is grotesquely misrendered 
as ‘*‘The Bartered Bride ’’—the lady was 
not bartered, neither was 
The condition of original English libretti 
is not much better. In a native 
some pretensions produced within the last 
few months the hero is made to exclaim 
at the crisis of the action: ‘‘ There is a 
pond I know, to it I'll go,’’ and immediate- 
ly falls on his “nose his effort to 
reach it.

| Schott a few years ago reproduced scores 
of Wagner’s later works with transla- 
tions for the most. part by Frederick 
Jameson; and now Messrs, Breitkopf and 
Hirtel are following, as the copyrights 
expire, with astonishingly good and cheap 
arrangements with renderings by Ernest 
Newman. So-far we have received the 
Paris version of ‘ Tannhiiuser’ and 
‘‘Rheingold,”’ and we are duly grateful. 
These later translators know well that 
the first and second requisites of an oper- 
atic translation are that it shall be 
singable and fit the music and that it 
shall be first-rate English.

Before we leave ‘this edition we may 
observe that its usefulness and instruct- 
iveness are much increased by the iIn- 
dications of the passages where the 
later version of the music differs from 
the earlier. 

In approaching the Ring a translator 
has to face a much more serious and im- 
portant task. The ‘ Rheingold,” in par- 
ticular, the text of which was written 
after that of the other portions of the 
work, presents more of Wagner's pe- 
culiar mannerisms and seems to us to 
present greater difficulties of translation 
than any other of his music-dramas. It 
is now fortunately unnecessary to con- 
sider the efforts of the earlier trans- 
lators, and we can confine ourselves to 


| former. 
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Jameson. On-the whole, we prefer the 
For one thing, Mr. Newman 
seems to appreciate, as Mr. Jameson does 
not, the importance of preserving the 
original alliteration, on which the whole 
structure of the verse denends, or at 
least of substituting for it some allitera- 
tive compensation. We have examined 
Mr. Jameson’s version with some care, 
and find that in over 600 cases in this 
one music-drama he disregards the allit- 
eration. 

The instances in Mr. Newman’s render- 
ing are not nearly so numerous. Take, 
for instance, at the very beginning, ‘‘walle 
zur Wiege,’’ translated “lap me and lull 
me’’ (Newman) as against “‘swing ye 
our cradle,’’ (Jameson;) the former is 
better sense and more effective English, 
and preserves thé structure of the verse 
better. Or, take agaip, “‘hehrer, herr- 
licher Bau,” rendered ‘“‘ fortress peerless 


and proud,’’. (Newman,) ‘* hallowed, glori-| 


ous pile,” (Jameson;) or. “ leuchtende 
Lust, wie laehst du so hell und hehr,”’ 
turned into ‘‘ dazzling delight, thou laugh- 
6st so bright and brave,” (Newman,) 
‘“‘radiant joy, thou laughest in glorious 
light,’’ (Jameson;) or ‘‘ hab’ Dank, du 
Dummer,” ‘I thank thee, thickhead,”’ 
(Newman,) “ blockhead,’ (Jameson.) On 
the other hand, Mr. Newman sometimes 
follows Mr.:Jameson in omitting the al- 
literation where it could quite easily be 
Kept, as in Alberich’s remark, ‘* staunend 
ich still hier steh’,’’ ‘“still I stand here 
amazed,’’ (Newman,) ‘‘ and gaze’’ (Jame- 
son.) We humbly.suggest ‘‘and stare 

Both translators, again, occasionally spoil 
the sense of a phrase by stressing the 
wrong word. See, for example, a line in 
what is perhaps the most important pas- 
sage in the ‘‘ Reingold,’’ ‘‘zum Reif zu 
zwingen das Gold.’ The stress is on 
‘‘Reif’’ and ‘‘ Gold,’’ and we suggest ‘‘a 
ring to force from the gold,’’ but Mr. 
Newman has ‘“ that makes a ring from 
the gold,’ (stress on ‘* makes,’’) and Mr. 
Jameson “that forces the gold to a 
ring,’’ (stress on “‘ forces.’’) Sometimes it 
Mr. Jameson who mistranslates a pas- 
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hither,’’ where “ hither’’ is absurd, since 


it is the speaker himself who is turning 
into the toad; sometimes it is Mr. New- 
man, as in ‘‘ und verkehrt nennt ihr den 
Kauf,’’ rendered ‘‘ and thy bond thou now 
wouldst break ’’; sometimes it is both of 
them, as in ‘‘ 16s’ ich mir Leib und Leben, 
den Ring auch muss ich mir lésen,” trans- 
lated “if life and limb be left me, the 
ring, tov, must ye deliver,’’’ (Newman,) 
“if but my life be left me, the ring, too, 
must I deliver,’’ (Jameson.) We do not 
feel sure whether’ Mr. Newman under- 
stood, however poorly he expresses it, 
the real meaning, which is that allowing 
Alberich to keep nis life implies allowing 
him to keep the ring; because one is bound 
up in the other. Mr, Jameson clearly 
misunderstood it. 

Both versions appear on the whole to 
be suitable for singing, with occasional 
exceptions. Mr. Newman is not kind to 
Fricka in expecting her to declaim, 
“Rouse thee, spouse!” or to Wotan in 
putting into his mouth, 
way in which the phrase is set, ‘‘ Greed- 
ier and more anaes ye dullards, grow 
ye in your demands,’’ although the god 
must be glad to have been delivered from 
the Corderian ‘‘ Shame-devoid and shock- 
ingly covetous such conduct I call.’’ Mr. 
Newman’s sense of humor usually pre- 
serves him from such achievements as 
this, but it is not unerring, as we see 
from his ‘‘ Capture the toad.’’. In two 
other cases it is Fricka who suffers from 
its temporary absence. We cannot com- 
mend her description of her ‘‘ spouse”’ 
as ‘*loveless, cold, and libertine man,”’ 
nor could a goddess of - her antecedents 
have been expected to tfefer to ‘“

With the concert last evening of the 
Philharmonic Society in Carnegie Hall 
the sixty-eighth season of this the oldest 
organization of its kind in America came 
to a close. Gustav Mahler leaves this 
week for Europe, where he will spend the 
Summer preparing for his second year 
as musical director of the Philharmonic. 
At a meeting just held by the Directors 
of the society a distinct change of policy 
in the matter of next year’s concerts was 
decided upon, and the number to be given 
reduced. Another year there will be no 
historical or Beethovén cycles, which 
will eliminate eleven performances during 
the course of the season. Instead of these 
two cycles the regular series of Friday 
afternoon concerts will be increased from 
eight to sixteen, and, in addition, the 
regular ‘Thursday evening programmes— 
as heretofore—and seven Sunday after- 
noon concerts. 

The completion of the Philharmonic’s 
first season on its financially reconstruct. 
ed basis was satisfactory to thse Directors, 
for the monetary loss involved was no 
more than was expected, and distinct ar- 
tistic strides were made besides increasing 
the number of patrons. In all, New York 
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had thirty-three concerts and cities outside 
thirteen. Next year the out-of-town tours 
will be more frequent and cover a broader 
territory. Felix F. Leifels has been re- 
engaged as manager of the Philharmonic 
Society, and will be in full charge of its 
various affairs. Mr. lJeifels yesterday 
faid that Mr. Mahler purposes making 
several further changes in the personnel] 
of the orchestra next, to the end of mak- 
ing it as nearly perfect as possible.
